SUBJUGATION. 


The day of the rebellion is drawing to its evening, 
soon to close in the blackness of darkness. Sher¬ 
man’s triumphal entry into Columbia, the capital of 
the nursing mother gf .this transcendent treason, 
and the consequent evacuation of Charleston, soon 
to be followed by that of Wilmington, Augusta, 
and every place where a stand would have been 
made by the rebels had they a leg to stand upon— 
all show that the end is at hand, ^ven At the door. 
While Grant holds the rebellion by the throat at 
Richmond, Sherman ia dealing it deadly blows 
its vital parts which it cannot long survive. His ( 
victories are the more glorious for the little bloodshed 
that attends them. His adversaries vanish before 
his coming and slink away from his preeence. For 
1 all that now appears, the whole country between 
Columbia and Richmond lies open to him. The coun¬ 
try itself is his base of operations, as one of the 
Richmond papers bitterly admits. South Carolina 
cowers before his victorious legions, and the boasted 
resistance which she was to offer with fire and 
sword has dwindled into nothingness. The blood 
of this war is more largely upon her head than upon 
that of any other State, and now the Avenger of 
Blood is upon her. She should be punished and 
humiliated, her crest draggled in the dust, her inso¬ 
lence rebuked and her pretensions made a by-word 
and a mockery. Georgia and North Carolina and 
Tennessee will rejoice scarcely less than New England 
in her chastisement. For her airs of superiority have 
been flaunted in the eyes of her nearer sisters even 
more than in those of the more remote. If slavery 
be an element of military strength, she should be the 
strongest of all, for she has more slaves than any 
proportion to her population. If of wealth, she should^ 
be the richest, and yet a single rural county ot Mas¬ 
sachusetts could have bought her oat at her own 
valuation before the war broke out. If of civiliza¬ 
tion, she should be the most fcqmane and enlightened, 
and yet she was the mother of Brooks','the-cowardly 
assassin, and of l^eitt, his more cowardly accomplice. 
Whatever measuie of punishment may fall upon her, 
her capital and'Jter tpa-port, it cannot be beyond that 
of heh demerits. But her very pusillanimity, born of 
slavery, will probably save her from her deserts, by 
the readiness of her submission. Little did she 
dream when She evoked the devil of secession that 
she would be made his prey in this manner and de¬ 
gree 1 To owe it to the mercy of a Yankee General, 
to whom she could not or dared not offer a serious 
resistance, that she is not laid desolate and 
There is no part of the poetical justice which is to 
mark the catastrophe of the tragedy of which the 
South is the scene and the world the spectators that 
will more commend itself to their sense of the fitness 
of things than whatever punishment shall fall to the 
lot of South Carolina. It will be hard to bear, though 
it will fail far short of her crimes. She will have to 
submit to the emancipation of her slaves and to the 
reorganization of her social state on the basis of uni¬ 
versal freedom, and this under supervision of milita¬ 
ry authority. For we assume that the due applica¬ 
tion of the Constitutional Amendment to the more 
vicious and malignant States cannot be left in the 
hands of the enraged and revengeful rebels them¬ 
selves. This is a point at which the country cannot 
begin to look in earnest too soon. The reduction 
of the rebels and the passage of the Amendment, 
the recognition of the Proclamation by the Supreme 
Court, are now as good as accomplished facts. The 
question now to be considered and settled in advance, 
is, how are these two facts to be made to work toge-

And that is the 
holding of the Rebel States as conquered territories 
and governing them, as far as the supremacy ol the 
National Jaws is concerned, and especially those 
relating to Emancipation, by the military arm, wisely 
directed by the civil mind. There is much talk of 
the necessity of the preparation of the Slave for free¬ 
dom. It were much wiser to insist on the need of it 
to the Master. The slave wiil accommodate himself 
to his new relations easily enough—the master with 
all the difficulties disappointed ambition, thwarted 
designs and baffled malice, inspired with superior 
intelligence, can contrive. There must be an armed 
force within reach of every slave and every master, 
than post-1 with constant and intelligent supervision of both,

privileges. Nor would it require a large force, in 
proportion to the power of the nation and the great¬ 
ness of the interests at stake, to carry out this super¬ 
vision.

Something of this kind must be adopted or Peace 
will rob us of all, or almost all, that made the war 
a tolerable evil. The pretexts, on which an armed 
administration of the rebel States for a season, of the 
danger of military despotism, of damage to republi¬ 
can institutions, may be met by a ready reply. A 
military despotism has been the normal political con¬ 
dition of all the slave States while they continued 
such. A despotism extending to the stranger within 
their gates as to their men-servants and their maid¬ 
servants. A despotism none the less terrible because 
its armed instruments were mobs and not armies, and 
because it disguised itself in the insignia of Demc- 
eracy. The Republicanism of the slave States is now 
[seen to be the most transparent of Shams, and it is to 
save those communities from the horrors of that des¬ 
potism under which they had suffered so long and 
which at last brought this war upon them, that the 
Nation is bound to exercise a qualified protectorate 
over tSbrn. It is constitutionally bound to secure to 
each State a republican form of government. An 
obligation which it has been slow enough to fulfil. 
What we suggest is the only way in which it can be 
discharged. The whole genius of our people and of 
our institutions forbids tbe idea that this guardianship 
could be continued an hour after it had ceased to be 
(necessary. Fair play to the negroes whom we shall 
have set free, in the matter of wages, of education, 
of suffrage, of the legal protection of courts of jus¬ 
tice, everything, demands that a sufficient power stand 
watch over the freedmen and their old masters for 
sufficient time. And this should be seen to at once, 
for we shall incontinently hear the voice Of the 
charmer striving to bewitch oar ears and to cheat us 
out of realities with shows and of deeds with words. 
Everything has worked well together towards this 
solution pf oyr_ problem, the long resistance of the 
rebels, the inevitable destruction of slavery, the dis¬ 
tinct issue made up by the Rebel Commission- J 

the President, and the steady progress of our arms. 
|The rebels have taught us the word “ Subjugation,” 
and we must teach them its political and logical 
meaning, for their own advantage as much as for 
that of their emancipated bondmen. 


TBE PROHIBITORY AMENDMENT. 


The Amendment to the Federal Constitution abolish¬ 
ing and forever prohibiting slavery in the United States, 
lately proposed by Congress to the Legislatures of the 
several States, has already been approved and ratified 
by the Legislatures of seventeen States (including loyal I

these, shall have notified the State Department of their 
approval, of the Amendment, Mr. Seward will make 
haste to certify “ that the same has become valid to all 
intents and purposes as a part of the Constitution of the 
United States,” and if any attempt shall be made i 
behind that certificate and deny its legality, we think 
we may depend on our “ regenerated and disenthralled ’’ 
Supreme Court for a deoision-that will not put the Na¬ 
tion to shame.

In numbers it is not so large as last term. Same of 
the scholars went to other Schools, owing to the delay 
in plastering the building.

The hospital supplies were most acceptable. Thqj 
peaches seemed providential.

They must know that upon Sueh an issue defeat would 
be all but certain. Nor do we altogether despair of I 
Kentucky, li the present Legislature is not up to the 
mark, the next one probably will be, for the anti-slavery 
sentiment is growing in that State with immense rapid¬ 
ity. The change within the last year falls little short j 
of a complete revolution. 

The legitimacy of the S tate governments of Arkansas, 
Tennessee, Louisiana and (loyal Eastern) Virgini 
know, denied by many loyal men ; but it is our be¬ 
lief that the Nation will accept the votes of ratification 
ofibe Legislatures of those States respectively as legal 
and constitutional. We observe that the Secretary of 
State, in sending out the official notices of the proposed 
Amendment, has recognized the government at Alexan¬ 
dria as the government of the State of Virginia, and we 
presume he has recognized in the same way the govern¬ 
ments of other States similarly situated. The law, we 
understand, requires that when the Legislature of any 
State ratifies the Amendment, official notice shall be 
the Secretary of State at Washington. When

The Amendment in Kentuckt.— On the first page will 
be found the message of the Governor of Kentucky 
recommending the ratification of the Emancipation 
Amendment by the Legislature of that State. The 
Governor, it will be seen, makes a strong appeal, shap¬ 
ing his argument to the interests and prejudices of the 
people of Kentucky. He recommends the passage of 
an act of ratification, conditioned upon the paymentby 
the National government of $84,179,246—the assessed 
value of the,slaves in 1864—to compensate owners who 
are to be affected by the proposed amendment; “ the 
acceptance to be declared when notice of the appro-' 
priation is officially given to the Chief Executive of the 
Commonwealth.” While pleading thus earnestly for 
conditional ratification of the Amendment, he frankly 
says: “Better accept it unconditionally than reject it 
altogether. ” “ No intelligent man,’’fays the Governor, 
“ whatever may be his desires, can hope for the per¬ 
petuation of slavery in Kentucky. Every State which 
surrounds us has abolished slavery. The laws for the 
rendition of fugitives are repealed, and there Ig 
possible hope of their reenactment. The most valuable 
slaves have enlisted in the army or fled-to other States 
those that remain are hopelessly demoralized, and 
dered not only valueless but burdensome.” It seems> 
then, that the Governor wants the National government 
pay over $34,000,000, for “property” that is not 
only “ valueless, but burdensometo its owners 
don’t think it will be easy to convince Uncle Sam of the 
justice of such a demand. There was a time when 
Kentucky and the other border States might have had 
compensation for freeing their slaves; but she haughtily ■ 
spurned the proposal, and must now abide the conse¬ 
quences of her own folly. Her refusal to ratify the 
Amendment will not, as the Governor admits, defeat it, ; 
and she must choose between unconditional ratification] 
and a dogged and vain resistance to what is inevitable. 

sorry to observe that a majority of the Judi- j 
ciary Committee of the Kentucky Senate has 
mended that the Amendment be rejected. Four of the 
Committee united in this recommendation- enemas for j

. as and before the nation. If some of the black 
race need only to be let alone, a far greater number 
need active help, instruction, sympathy and encourage¬ 
ment. Great numbers of them, in the present transi¬ 
tion state, need food, clothing and shelter. All their 
children need schools ; and the whole mass of them 
need faithful, diligent, zealous, self-denying teachers 
and helpers. 

Mr. Caithrop called for members, funds, and laborers 
for this Society. It is proposed, as a beginning, to send 
three teachers to labor among the freedmen, and to 
large the sphere of operations as circumstances °bnll 
admit. 

I trust that this enterprise will prosper, and will give 
substantial aid to its predecessors in the same field ; but 
we must not forget that a vast amount of the old 
slavery work is yet to be done; the work of exposing 
and answering, and combatting that villanous old preju’ 
dice, first-born of slavery, which brands the negro as 
an inferior being, and sets itself in resolute opposition 
to every movement in his favor. A specimen of this 
tyrannical and contemptible spirit now lies before me, 
embodied in a leading article in the Eastern Argus (8th 
inst.), published at Portland, Me. Its title is the inquiry 
“ Is there to be an end of Negro Agitation ? ” 

It corrictly assumes that emancipation wiil he only 
one step in the progress of the radicals, and that the 
friends of the negro will labor to have him placed “ on 
full social and political equality with the whites.” 
It anticipates that the nation will« have Sambo for 
breakfast, Samba for dinner, and Sambo for supper 
through a course of years.” No sooner is the Consti¬

hered to was this—whenever the voters were sufficiently 
numerous to constitute a majority of the loyal residents, 
and there was a military condition which did not inter¬ 
fere with a fair election, the rights of ths member elect 
are recognized. A respectable constituency is neces¬ 
sary first, and next a peaceful election. Claimants from 
Virginia have frequently been rejected by the Commit¬ 
tee of Elections upon the ground that there were so few 
voters that in point of fact there was not a loyal popu¬ 
lation to represent, or because the territory was so 
overrun by military, Union and rebel, that a quiet and 
fair election was impossible. How the House will de¬ 
cide these cases it is impossible to foresee. Few mem- j 
bers have expressed any opinion upon them, and very 
strong arguments Can be made upon both sides. If any¬ 
one doubts this statement, let him take up the majority 
and minority reports in the case of M. F. Bonzano of 
New Orleans. Mr. Dawes argues with great ability that 
Mr. Bonzano is entitled to his seat, and of course that 
the State government of Louisiana is entitled to reoog. 
nition. He says :

HONORS TO GARRISON IN HIS NATIVE 
PLAGE. 


From the Newbnryport Herald. 

Emancipation was celebrated in this city, on Thurs¬ 
day, by the ringing of the bells. They were proba¬ 
bly rung in all the cities and towns of the State, and 
it is proper that they should be over the whole land. 
What a change of public sentiment does this indicate ? 
Would the bells of Newburyport have been ringing 
four years ago, if Congress had taken like action ? It 
must have been a glad day to Garrison, and those 
who commenced this struggle with him thirty-five 
years since. Of those original men, three were natives 
of Old Newbury, Garrison being the only survivor ; 
and John G. Whittier was another of the twelve, liv¬ 
ing within sight of us. Those who still remain must, 
on Thursday, have felt something as did old Simeon. 

The passage and signature of the act for the amend¬ 
ment of the Constitution—which is the real proclama¬ 
tion of Liberty throughout the land—caused great 
joy in this city. While the bells were ringing out 
their merry pealis, the flags were run up in all parts 
of the town, the boys brought out their pistols and 
burned their fire-works, the people collected in the 
streets to congratulate each other, the Committee 
gave the schools a holiday, and all appeared as glad 
as the occasion demanded. We think it will be fur¬ 
ther celebrated—probably on the 22d of February, if 
Mr. Gannon can make it convenient to be the orator 
at that time. His friends will ask him to speak first 
after the triumph of his policy, in this his native town. 
On such an occasion, he would have a story,to tell 
that no other man of the nation could tell. The peo¬ 
ple with bands of music would greet his advent. Such 
a day would bring a song from the New Ehgland 
poet, who might grace the platform with his presence; 
and all would regret that the associates of the orator 
and the poet—like Moses and Aaron who led the peo¬ 
ple through the wilderness—had passed on without 
entering the promised land.

:e Celebration of the 22d. —Arrangements are 


being completed for the celebration of the constitu¬ 
tional abolition of slavery, on the 22d inst., the anni¬ 
versary of the birth of George Washington. The City 
Hall has been engaged for that evening. William 
Lloyd Garrison will deliver the oration, and John G. 
Whittier, the Quaker poet, will write a song for the 
occasion, and himself be present. We shall be able 
to announce the entire programme in a few days; and 
we hope that our citizens will enter heartily into the 
demonstration. However much people may have dif¬ 
fered as to the measures for the abolition of slavery, 
now that it is a “ fixed fact,” and as parties, whatever 
their politics, love not slavery, but hate it as an evil 
and a sin, all will rejoice in that fact. This consum¬ 
mation is the triumph of the principles and policy 
first enunciated by Mr. Garrison, and therefore it is 
to him a personal triumph ; and Mr. Garrison being 
a native of Newburyport, it is meet that this celebra¬ 
tion should take place with his fellow-townsmen, who 
have now come to an agreement with him on the sub¬ 
ject. He will return to his own—to the place of his 
birth, not as a warrior gloryfog in bloody victory, but 
as a moral reformer whom Providence has spared to 
see the fullest realization of the fruits of liis labors 
and the hopes of his life. 


We have not heard where the Everett monument is 
to be placed; but there is a man living whose little 
finger has been more in the revolution now upon 
and in molding the public mind for the coming < 
than the whole body of Edward Everett. That n 
is William Lloyd Garrison, who thirty years ago came 
to his native town and found every public building 
closed against him, and was obliged to address his 
half dozen friends in a garden. When he dies there 
will be another monument; and then the place where 
he was born, on School street, next to the house in 
which George Whitefield died, will be the most valu¬ 
able piece of property in the city. The memorials of 
Whitpfifild and Garrisnn will stand side hv side.

Gar¬ 
rison served his apprenticeship in the Herald office, 
and the name that he scratched on a pane of glass 
still remains. If it should be there a hundred years 
from this, that old window would rent for more than 
the room does to-day.

Amona the Changes which events have produced 
men and communities may be mentioned the fact, that 
William Lloyd Garrison has received and accepted 
an invitation to deliver an address in Newburyport, 
on the 22d inst., Washington’s Birthday.

FREDERICK DOUGLASS IN SALEM. 


From the Salem (Mass.) Register, Ja 
Mechanic Hall presented a most remarkable spec¬ 
tacle on Wednesday evening, when Frederick Doug¬ 
lass, formerly a slave, lectured before the Salem Ly¬ 
ceum, and pleaded, with a power, ability, and impres¬ 
siveness, that would have conferred credit on the 
most finished orator, for the complete enfranchise¬ 
ment of the colored race. For two hours the large 
audience listened to him with the closest attention, 
interrupted only by frequent applause, and none cared 
to gainsay the strength of his arguments, the felici- 
tcusness of his wit and humor, or the grace of his ora¬ 
tory. We do not propose to give an abstract of his 


address, which, although logical, eloquent, and con- 
vinciog, was impromptu, the speaker having come 
expecting to deliver a written lecture, and making 
no preparation for a speech until after his arrival in 
the city, when he was requested to change his pro¬ 
gramme. As we have said, the spectacle was re¬ 
markable, even for these remarkable times, because 
there were hundreds present that could remember 
when the orator who so moved them was a mere 
chattel, liable to be scourged with the lash, to he 
tortured with the iron collar, to be bought and sold 
in the slave market, with no rights that the slave- 
monger felt bound to respect. And yet, there he stood 
in bodily presence, pleading with “ thoughts that 
breathe and words that bum,” for simple justice to 
his race. 

It was in November, 1842, that Mr. Douglass first 

spoke in Salem, in Mechanic Hall, at the time of the 
great excitement caused by the arrest of George Lat¬ 
imer in Boston as a fugitive slave. Latimer himself

character, they generally gave plumpers for the candidate 
of their choice.

The agent must stay at the barn, or elsewhere, 
and send for him. This is, of course, to avoid being 
seen by the women of the family. Every one knows 
how odious the slave-dealer is in the South ; the wo¬ 
men have made him so, in defiance, I admit, of logic, 
for he is essential to the system. 


LETTER FROM THE PRESIDENT. 


Last Summer, after the public exhibition in this 
city of Mr. W. T. Carlton’s very meritorious painting, 
entitled “ Watch Meeting, Dec. 31,1862—or, Wait¬ 
ing for tee Hour ”—the Hour of Emancipation under 
the President’s Proclamation of January 1, 1863—it 
was deemed eminently fitting that it should be pur¬ 
chased by subscription, and presented to President 
Lincoln as a mark of personal respect, and warm 
appreciation of his act, whereby more than three 
millions of fetters were broken, and a death-dealing 
blow was virtually given to the entire system of chat¬ 
tel slavery. The list of subscribers was headed by 
Gov. Andrew, and composed of some of our most re¬ 
spected citizens—the sum raised amounting to $500. 
The painting was duly forwarded to Washington, ac¬ 
companied by an explanatory and congratulatory let¬ 
ter to the President; but, though the safe arrival of 
it at the White House was ascertained, its receipt 
has remained-unacknowledged till now. The reason 
for this is satisfactorily given in the following ingenu¬ 
ous and appreciative letter just received by us from 
Mr. Lincoln: 

• Executive Mansion, ! 

Washington, 7th February, 1865. j 
My Dear Me. Garrison : I have your kind letter of the 
21st of January, and can only beg that you will pardon tht 
seeming neglect occasioned Ly my constant engagements. 
When I received the spirited and admirable painting,

acknowledge its arrival at once, preferring to mai_,, 

personal acknowledgment of the thoughtful kindness of the 
donors'; and waiting for some leisure hour, I have C‘~ 
mitted the discourtesy of not replying at all. 

I hope you will believe that my thanks, though late, _. _ 
most cordial, and I request that you will convey them to 
those associated with yon in this flattering ana generous 
gift. I am, very truly, your friend and servant, 

Wm. Lloyd Garrison, Esq. A. Lincoln.

How a Good Opinion of Mb. Lincoln was Formed. 
—While a number of gentlemen were discussing the 
merits and demerits of Mr. Lincoln—principally the 
latter, however—at a dinner table the other day, one 
of them spoke about as follows, in reply to some 
pretty severe reflections on His Excellency : “ Gen¬ 
tlemen, you may talk as you please about old Abe’s 
capacity ; I don’t believe him to be the ablest states¬ 
man in America by any means, and I voted against 
him on both occasions of his candidacy. But 1 hap¬ 
pened to see, or, rather, to hear, something the other 
day, that convinced me that, however deficient the 
old man may be in the head, he is all right in the 
heart. I was up at the White House, having called 
to see the President on business. I was shown into 
the office of his private secretary, and told that Mr. 
Lincoln was busy just then, but would be disengaged 
in a short time. While I was waiting I heard a very- 
earnest prayer being uttered in a loud female voice, 
in the room that adjoined that in which I was. I 
inquired what it meant, and I was told that an old 
Quaker lady, a friend of the President’s, had called 
that afternoon and taken tea at the White House, 
and that she was then praying with Mr. Lincoln. 
After the lapse of a few minutes the prayer ceased, 
and Mr. Lincoln, accompanied by a Quakeress not 
le38 than eighty years old, entered the room I was 
sitting in. I made up my mind then that Mr. Lin¬ 
coln was not a bad man, and I don’t think it will be 
easy to efface the impression that the scene I wit¬ 
nessed, and the voice I heard, made on my mind. 
If a good artist had been in my place, I think he 
could have found the material for a painting that 
would have immortalized him, that of Mr. Lincoln 
and the old Quakeress kneeling together in prayer.”
